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THE CHRISTMAS PANTOMIMES. 
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Tris year the pantomimes most assuredly sur; in beauty and 
novelty those of aty previous year. Individually, some of them 
may have been more brilliant, but certainly pot, as a whole, have 
greater pictures of fairy scenes and “homes of bliss’ come up to 
this year's production. Oa peges 156 aug 407 we give a large 
illustration of prominent scenes at ten of the theatres, and shall 
confine ourselves this week to the plots of those only which we 
have il'ustrsted. In our vext we shall make further comment, and 
a'so give the plots of the pantomimes at the other houses. 


HER MAJESTYS.—The pantomime by Henry J. Byron, 
entitled “The Lion and the Unicorn Fighting for the Crown,’ 
is well produced by Mr. W. Harrison, and admirably arranged 
by Mr. Edward Stirling. The first soene represents the 
“ Home of the Demon bulks” (Mr. Anderson), who has a 
special objection to Robin (Miss Furtado), a huntaman, who 
persista in retaining bis natural cheerfulness. The Fairy Good 
Temper (Miss E Bufton) proposes friendship for the youthful 
hero, and she makes a compsot with the Demon. The Demon 
agrees that if Robin can refrain from losing his temper up to the 
time of his marriage he shall never more be molested The scene 
then changes to an "Enchanted Forest,” King borealis, 
otherwise termed the Lion (Mr. Rouse), his cub (Master 
is hunting with retainers. Great is his indignation at the 
proofs of poaching, snd terrific his vows of vengeance agains 
evil doers. What is his horror and indignation when at luncheon 
al fresco with his beautiful daughter the Princess (Miss Cottrell), 
the poacher Robin rushes in and commands the King “to forbear 
and eat no more” Still greater is the leonine indignation when 
Kobin makes furious love to the Princess and positively commands 
his Unicorns (Brothers Delavanti) under the monarch's nose, 
whilst Koaryborealis, like Lord Ullin, is “left lamenting.” The 
young poacher bears away the Princess to his home A Gorgeous 
Palace, March of the Unicorn Guards, Fairy Elves, and the 
smallest drummer in the world. He attempts to make up by affec- 
tionate kindness for his conduct in bearing her away. But 
she ig obdurate, though she has iu reality fallen in love with 
the handsome youth, as might be expected. Suddenly, how- 
ever, a dreadful noise is heard, and the news that the palaoe is 
being besieged is brought to the distracted Robin. Then the 
Priucess admits she loves her captor, that she wiil fight for him, 
and so their troth is plighted at the woment of danger. Roary- 
borealis, aided by his *oreature,” Flunkeybus (Mr. Endersohn) 
who is a most amusing mixture of the Major-Domo aud the moderu 
i Jeames” and all the Lion retinue burst into the Castle. Terrific 
combat. The Fiery Tamed Steed, the youthful Rubio, whose 
crest is a Unicorn, is beaten "all rouud the town, ' until meeting the 
King alone, a tremendous encounter takes place between tuem 
Fortune frowns upon Kubin, aud he is covered with manaclos.

One great effect we must 
specially mention. In the famous ghost patent there is seen ou 
the stage the figure of one who is uot on the boards. Here we have 
the converse of that illusion. A character really on the stage is, 
without moving, made instantaneously visible and invisible, or 
may be made to appear in any stage of vapouriness. ‘To Mr. Joseph 

Maurice we are indebted for this effect, which is one of the most 

curious of modern inventions. To be appreciated it must be seen ; 

as it is even more strange than Pepper's Ghost. Mies Furtado 
plays Robin very well, and Mr. John House represents King Roary- 
borealig with his wonted vigour. Mr Endersohn is a ospital 

Flunkeybus, or toady of the kingdom. In a word, the Christmas 

pantomime will be one of the most popular of the season; for, 

while the manager and the company have done all that they could, 
the scene-painters, Messrs. Danson &ud Sons, have produced some 
wonderfully attractive seenes, whiob, with the optical illusion, will 
become the rage of the town.

Fancy agrees, and promises to 
provide a wife for our hero in the person of Litile Miss Dimple, the 
danghter of Dame Twitohet, the Old Woman who lives under a 
hill” Upon this Dwarf departs, and Fanoy causes Tom Tiddler 
to appear beforo her. Sho gives bim a msgio ring; ho tosta its 
virtue, and the 8 of Fun appears. The Fairy Queen bids 
him be of good heart, and sends him home again by an un- 
derground routo. The next scene is the Cottage under the Hill. 
Dame ‘Twitchet arrives from market, and finds that the little 
boy sbe st to mind the sheep is under the haycook 
fast asleep; but summoning Little Boy Blue, he sets matte D 
right by blowing bis born and using his crook to good advantage. 
Our heroine, Little Miss Dimple, now appears, and asks her 
mo'ber's permission to go for a walk, which is refused. Fairy eid 
ia nesr, end after being looked up by her cross old mother she is 
released, aud trips away to the valley for a stroli. We now come 
to a regular pantomime set scene, viz , the Interior of the Forge of 
the Black Brothers, with furnace, fires, and chimney built out; 
anvils, and all the appliances; sturdy amiths working away at the 
ficos, shoeing horses, & Tom Tiddler mourns over hig sad fate, 
aud is craelly beaten by his two brotbers—Grumpegrowl and 
Sulkitcowl Their rage is heigutened by varioug mishaps that 
bfall themselves. The Dwarf appears in the furnace io Tom, and 
promises to befriend him. The cruel brothers turą the little man 
from the forge. avd be disappears, threatening them for theic un- 
kindness. At t. `: moment Little Miss Dimple, who has lost her 
way, seeks shelter from the storm, and the brothers iavite her to 
come in and suo with them. Tom Tiddler rubs his ring, the Spirit 
of Fan appr«rs, and plays various tricks upon the brothers. After 
supper they " ve a little concert among themselves: but findivg 
that Tom 1s tecoming too affectionate with Little Miss Dimple, 
they resoly ~ carry her away ; but the arrival of Dame Twitobe: 
and Little :. Blue for a moment alters their determination. A 
grand opera” finale winds up tbe scene, which closes on an 
effective tablean. Tom 'Tiddler is now separated from his love by 
the cruel winds—north, south, east, and west, and is borne toa 
barren waste, where, his brothers meeting him, attempt his life 
‘The Dwarf foils them, and changes the whole scene to the Golden 
Valley, constituting Tom a Prince, aud christening the place Tom 
Tiddler’s Ground; his little grey cloak disappears, discovering him 
clothed as the King of the Golden Valley. The brothers, nothing 
daunted, rush to pick up gold and silver, when the Dwarf changes 
them to blocks of atone. Tom receives a sword of gharpnees, and 
has only one more danger to pass through, viz, to conguer the Red 
Fiend, who dwells near the Stricken Oak. Ho departs, and en- 
gages in conflict with the Serpent who guards the entrance to the 
cavern—' a monster with a largo head and a 'norrible tail.” The 
Red Fiend is defea'ed, and Tom discovers that he hag rescued 
Dimple from his power. The end is now near, and all ia happiness 
for the lovers; but in answer to their united prayerg Dimple is 
restored to her mother and the cruel brothers receive retribation. 
‘She Fairy Queen transports them all to her home, where the trang- 
formation takes place. This scene is called the Waterfalls of 
Golden Spray, and a great effect is introduced—the Descent of a 
Pearl ina Silver Shower. The lady who plays Tom Tiddler is 
Miss Georgina Smithson, and she may be complimented on the 
intelligent and effective use of natural gifts which are rarely 
blended ín the Gren of one sotress. Miss Emily Gibson, Mr. 
Charlos Steyne, end other periorm rg, also worked with great epirit 


in the evolvement of tho opening scenes, which led up to a brisk 
aud amusing herlequinade. Th. scenery is most dazzli rg, and the 
eateries: hy with ite well-managed cigoades of golden spray, is 


a triu of mechanism and taste; but the painter, Mr. William 
Beaumont, should rather be congratulated on the series of alter- 
nate homely and fairy-like pictnies, leading up to the grand spec- 
tacular crisis. All the appointwents, too, including the masks and 
dresses, would be or:ditable to any West-end theatre. The delight 
of the audience rose to a perf«“t ‘ary of applause when the fall 
glory of the golden cascades w re disclosed, and the call for the 
manager and scene-painter was oud and universal. Mr. Beaumont 
osme forward twice aud bow: his acknowledgments; but Mr. 
Nelson Lee, having to direct the bolidav revels at tho Crystal 
Palace, was absent.

E. Elton) Scene four is a “ View of Coquette Island in the Terri- 
my of Old Maida,” where Prinoess Ooquetto (Mrs. W. Crauford) 
and her tal: of disappointed spinsters, are vewailing their lost 
opportunities. Soene five is the “Castle of LO D. in the Land of 
Bad Debts.” Ostensibly, the object of their visit here is to demand 
payment of a loan formerly advanced by the Old Lady to Oacen 
Oredit(Mrs A. Dyas), the most insolvent of 8>vereigug, whose Uourt 
has an evil repatation for Kenn the third peril Bir Bobert has 
to dare. Queen Credit reocives the visitors at the head of har sol- 
diers, whose grotesque physiognomies resembling Dutch clocks aro 
in keeping with the system of “tick” upon which they are sub- 
sisted. Payment of the debt is evaded, bat the Queen by advice 
of her Minister, Baron Trust (Mr. O. Pitt), invites the party to 
dinner, hoping to fleece them afterwards at cards, in which they 
fail, but Bir Rupert is lodged a prisoner in the donjon of the 
castle. Other ludicrous incidents lead to scene six, “ T'he Oourt- 
yard ofthe Castle,” where Bir Toby, Firefly, and Wasp come to 
wreck their vengeance on Bir Rapert. The prisoner is summoned, 
and bis executioners are about to slay him when the Fairy (in- 
visible to all save Bir Rupert) strikes off his chains and arms him 
with a trenchant weapon, by which, after a ter-r-rific combat of one 
against three, ho defeats and disarms his would-be assassins. At 
ber. yar an extraordinary geological phenomenon takes place 
—the island strikes upon a rock. ‘he convulsions which follow 
intimidate and terrify the Inimical Powers into submission, and 
the Pantowimical Metempsychosix takes place Bir John, Harle- 
quin (Mr. F. White), the Old Lady, Olown (Mr. Jean Louis), Sir 
Toby, Pantaloon (Mr. W. Newbwm), the Princess, Columbine 
(Mallo. C. Stephan), and Firefly and Wasp Sprites 
tiliian and the E'oile Family) The libretto abounds in puus, 
parodies, and equivoques, ia from the pen of Mr. Hazlewood. Mrs. 
B Lane (herself a host) and Miss Esther Jacobs sustain the prin- 
olpal vocal effects, while the talent of the other leading performers 
is also indisputsble. The scenery, by Mr. Thomas Rogers, and 
Mr. Hugh Muir (two most accomplished artists), is admirably exe- 
cuted and remarkably picturesque. ‘I'he Transformation Scene, by 
Mr. T. Rogers, introduces for vue firat time in this theatre a Oataract 
of Real Water, remarkably gorgvous and beautiful. Among the 
other brilliant scenes are the Haunt of the Naides, the Bower of | 
Florescent Jowel-blossomed Aloes, the Rising of Sparkliug Fairy 
Fenes, aud lastly the Regions cf Diamonds and Rubies. The 
theatre was crowded iu every part, and, to jadge from the reoep- 
tion that the pantomime received, it may fairly be considered a 
genuinesucoess. The lessee of tho Britannia is wise in hiw gene- 
ration in playing bis pantomime first ; since he undoubtedly secures | 
for “ The Work Girls of London,” with which the evening's enter- | 
tainment conclades, a much more patient hearing tban if the order 
were reversed.

Here Facto:um, the lord chamberlain, is busy making pre- 
parations for the arrival of tbe various princes who aro coming | 
to claim the Princess Duck-a-Dismond's hand. The King entere, | 
aud after reading the announcement in the morning paper, sends | 
for his daughter, who is a spoilt chiid. The suitors are introduced | 
and discarded, Factotum's son, the Count Hoptwig, being one of | 
them. At that moment the Baron enters and relates his adven- | 
tures in a song, stating his inteution of ascending in the Nadar 
balloon. Duok-a-Diswond is love-strioken, when Despair appears 
aud whispers to Hoptwig, who retires unperceived. While the 
King and the Baron are settling the marriage contract, the balloon 
carries off Hoptwig aud the Princess. Munchausen takes a magic 
pill and his flying horse comes forth, and he and Mayall mount, 
while the King and courtiers aro left in amazement og the scene 
closes. Hope enters and expresses her dissatisfaction at having 
foiled Despair, sgain returning to protect the Baron and Mayall, 
who have lost their way in the fog, which is cleared away by 
Dog Star. The scene changes to the Frozen Regions, where 
Count Hoptwig enters with the Princess, who has faiuted from fear 
in her «rial trip.

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customers. The Post-offioe makes a great profit out of tbe public, 
and the public wishes to know whether it does more or less than 
formerly for themoney which it receìves. On many points we are 
under no necessity of asking for «fMcial information. Wo all 
know, for instance, that the ordinary charges for carrying 
our lettera have not been reducel. The cheapast postage stsmp 
still costs a penny, and this penny stamp will not frank a greater 
weight than before. From this pcint of view, therefore, it concerns 
us little to hear that the Post-offico carries and delivers many more 
letters than it used to do, for that is only tantamcuut to saying 
that it does a larger business and makes a larger profit. In another 
sense, it is truo, this increase of deliverles docs expresa a public 
advantage, but that polot we reserve for tho present. We can 
answer for ourselves, too, as to tho general principles observed by 
the office in its dealiv gs, and here, again, when the department says 
one word for the public, it offen s^ys another for itself. Forin- 
stanos, tho public has been required to “co-operate” with the cffìoe 
in fecilitating the despatch and delivery of letters by taking some 
amount of trouble on its own batids. First, there was the necessity 
of prepayment, which imposed cer'ainly no very burdensome obli- 
gation on letier-writers, bu! whioh infinitely assisted lotter- 
carriers. ‘Then in London there was the injunction to add the 
initiala of the district to tho address of every letter, which 
was not without ita annoyances. Thë recommendation to fit all our 
doors with lettor-boxes entailed a little expense, and this latest re- 
po:t now before us describes a further expense since imposed. For 
a oertain fee tho Post-office undertook, not to guarantee atso- 
lutely the safs delivery of a certain letter, but at any rate to 
observo such precautions as would render its safe delivery much 
more probable than before. And this registration fea has now been 
lessened, but, on the other hand, tho registration of letters contain- 
ing coin bas been rendered comp lsory. Formerly a sovereign 
could be enclosed in a letter and despatched with a simp'e stamp 
covering the weight, but now a fee of 44. must be paid upon it 
under penalty of twice that charga, to be exacted from the person 
to whom it i addressed. This regulation, which tho report 
mildly clabsifi s as an “inducement” to the registration of 


letters, is añ example cf the obligations which under the 
general req est of '“co-operation” the office places 
upon the public. The object is to prevent the theft 


of letters by the Post-office officials, and that it is an exceed- 
ingly proper object there is no doubt; but whereas it has been 
suggested that if the office would expend a little more 
money upon the service its servants might not be so easily tempted, 
the removal of temptation thus far is imposed upon the public at its 
own proper charges. The result has been successful, for the 
number of letters missing, as may be presumed from abstraction, 
has been diminisheu oy two-thirds; but it is remarkable that the 
region only of malprao tics áppeáts to have been changed. Rather 
than send coin at a heavy chargé people now send postage stamps, 
and so neutraliso the advantage gained, “the applications for 
mising lette:s containing postage stamps having rigen precisely in 
the proportion in which applications ra contsiving 
coin have fallen.”

abroad. Oan they ba anything, indeed, but the reflex of his own 
mind, or sse things in any other light than that ia which he would 
seo thom himself? The organs of the Government in the press 
say thoy are simply men entrusted with tht duty of communicating 
what they have been direc'ed to commdnÍ8âte by the chiof of that 
Govornmont; but have thoy a real, a cottons mission? If they 
merely play the part of listeners, and have to repeat to Louis Napo- 
leon what they have hear}, it is hardly worth while to ĝe- 
range them ia the'r diplo uatio posts. Wilh a very moderate en- 
dowment of intelliz> >», it would bo extromely easy to form an do- 
carate conceptic of tha s3ntimeua's entertained by the several 
Courta in raferensa to the chiaf astor oa tha political stage of 
Franca. He cxeroli x alaolate p? vor, and having complete con- 
trol over the walta, d rosoueoes of a great nation, is necessarily 
au object of oonsid ra n anong forciga Powers. There is, mora- 
over a myaterione me: dof pro>ocìing conspicuous in the oarry- 
ing out of his dos'gas, even when thay are of se>ondary magaituda 
or importenos; and, caring little for good faith or principles, eu- 
gagemen's sulomaly euterad into plaos bat little constraint upon 
him when they thwart MR plans, aud honos it is that the Govern- 
ments with which he 18 În relation place but small rellano9 upon 
him. Towards such & spirit, able to bring the most powerfal 
influences, material and moral, into action, only one 
policy can be cherished, namely, one of profound dis- 
trust. As no Power is nt present interested in assailiog him, he 
may be assured of a momentary pang, but nowhere can there be 
personal attachment to him, nor interest ia hia prosperity; and he 
must thus bo conscious that advantage will be taken of his first 
fault to accelerate his fall. In the case of Russia, for example, he 
cannot be dexived as the sentim>n's of Aloxsnder towards him. 
The frigidity of manner displayed by the latter potantate when at 
Nice must have oonv'n>ed him of tha unfavourable eye with which 
he is looked upon by him. Austria, who has been mado to yield to 
his prowess in the field, is at provent anxious to fortify herself 
sufficiently to ons ble her to take her r. venga, aud sha ig even now 
bending all her energios, intellectail and ph zsisal, t> bring herself 
into (horoagh preparation for a strizzle whioh sho faals to ba in- 
vi'able, thongh she cannot assign ¿ha precise poriod at which the 
signal for it will ba given. As for Prussia, her narrow-minded 
tuler has no more conscience than Louis Napoleon has, and if he is 
disposed to aid him up to & certain point in the exccution of his 
projects, provided that om his jart he can find in them the reali 
zation of hig own ambition, we do not doabt that he is algo quite 
SCH to tara agwinst bim if he could perceive a pretty clear chance 
success.

To under- 
stand all the importance of thia innovation, the reader must know 
that the Emperor, who has hitherto done nothing without the ac- 
vice of a*tro'ogers, consulted them during his stay at Rabat, aud 
they replied, at:or a whole nights study, that the eleciric telegraph 
wes an iufernal invention which would bring calamities on the 
sovereign acd his dynasiy. Lhe Emperor, however, disregarded 
their glocmy piedictions, and has decided, not only that the 
telegraph shall be established in his empire, but that any ono 
vbo, night dare to destroy the appara us or wires shall be be- 

eaded. 

BURNIXG CF A PALACE AT ÜONSTANTINCFLE — Consta tinople 
l ttera and jcurnale to the 14th have reacted us. The Levan! 
Herald gives the subjoined account of the burning down of the 
Grand Vizier's palace :—“ About two am. on the morning of the 
11th, a fire broke out in the korak of his highness Fuad Patha, 
and, notwithstanding the speedy presence cf a large number of 
fire-enginer, the flames goon engulphed the whole buildirg. 
The first indications of the disaster—wiish originated on the 
harem side of the mansion—was discovered by the Grand Vizior 
himself, who at once gave the alarm. Nearly the whole cor- 
tente of the building were consumed, including a large oolleo:iun 
of plate and jewellory, and the box containing his highness's va'u- 
able decorations. Kiamil Pashs has placed at the di-pogal of his high- 
Hm his pare palace near Damir-capou. wheretheburntontfami'y nur, 

erefore, for the present installed. Theisolated sitnation of the do- 
stroycd maneion happily confined the ravages of the flames to i's 
own limits, though it was deemed necessary, as an extia precin- 
tion, to pull do'n some eight or ten small shops which formed a 
connecting link between the outer wall and & number of houses in 
the neighbourhood. The Sultan has evinced his sympathy with 
hia higuness by presenting him with four carriage-loads of per- 
sonsl effeots—oonsisting of furs, shawls, and o her valuable ward- 
robe stock—to replace those lost by the disaster. His Majesty hes 
also given the Pasha Lis own star of the Mec jidieh, and has order 4 
for him a new Osmanie, in lieu of that destroyed with hig other 
decorations, avd, peuding the en;raving of a rew official senl— 
also lost—has given him his own private signet. His highness 
has further received from the Sultan the gift of two large hous(s 
near the Seraskeriat, which are to be converted into a splendid 
palace, and furnished at his Majesty's expense.”

Hotes of the Week, 


A max named John Morris was on Saturday lodged in Worcester 
County Prison, on a charge of killing and slaying Samuel Harrison, 
at Dudley, in a midnight quarrel. It appeared that the two met at 
& house in Dudley, and Morrig wanting more drink it wae refused, 
and Harrison attempted to turn him out of the house. Thereupon 
a terrifio scufile ensued, and in the struggle both men fell from the 
doorway into the street When Harrison was picked up he was 
dead. The surgeon gave his opinion that death resulted from blows 
believed to have been inflioted on the deceased's head by the pri- 
soner kicking him, which had cut through the scalp and cai 


compression of the brain. Blood was found on the prisoner’s shoes 
when taken into custody immediately afier Harrison's death. 

Ox Monday night night four men were stabbed in the Golden 
Anchor dë house, at the corner of Oastle-street, Saffron-hill, 
kept by Mr. Frederick Shaw. It appears that on Saturday night 
some Italians were ejected from the house for making use of 
abusive wx kri and last night several of them en the tap- 
room for vowed purpose of having revenge.

d in Detective Fawell, 425 A. Before he got to the 
taproom loud ZE of, “ Murder!” were heard. On Fawell going to 
the taproom he found an Italian named 8 io Polioni, a picture- 
frame-maker, dt-úggling with some men. At that moment Alfred 
Ribbeck, the inán, said he had been stabbed by Polioni, and 
blood was flowing from bis right side. Fawell took the man into 
custody, and hè then ascertained that the prisoner had stabbed 


three other mên, named Michael Harrington, Oharles Bannister, pros 


and William King. Ribbeck was found to be so dangerousì 
stabbed that ho was at once Gier eg to the Royal Free Hospi 
Gray's-inn-road. Mr. J. D. Hill, the resident medical officer, said 
the wound was so dangerous that he could not be ex; to live. 
On this Inspector Hotter, and Acting-Inspector Baldwin, 1 G, at- 
tended with the prisoner, and Kibveck pointed him out as the 
person who had stabbed him. The prisoner treated the matter 
with the greatest indifference. Before the prisoner was removed 
from the Royal Free Hospital information was brought that 
Harrington was dying in St. Bartholomew's Hospital. Upon pro- 
oeeding there it was found that he had been stabbed ver; y in 
the stomach. This unfortunate man also pointed out the prisoner 
as the man who had stabbed him; but, although his dying depo- 
sition was taken, Harrington said tha: he would not sign the paper, 
as he freely forgave the prisoner, and he hoped God would too. 

Lare on Monday evening a fire broke out at No 8, Wyndham- 
street, Bryanston-square, kept by a man named Williams, who lets 
that and the adjoining house in apartments. The fire o Low in 
the front kitchen, in which the sister of Williams resided. On 
examination of the apartment the body of the unfortunate woman 
was discovered to be completely charred. Drs. O Connor and Wynn 
Williams were summoned to the scene, who pronounced life to have 
been extinct for more than an hour. A bottle of gin was found, 
into which the 1 end of a candle had been placed, and as the 
woman had been drinking from an early part of the day the fire is 
supposed to have originated from the state in which sho was at the 
tíme of the accídent. 


AN AMERIOAN ROMANOE. 


Asour twenty-seven years ago a Captain Brown, whose family 
resided in Mattapoisett, was the overseer of the estate of Mr. Henry 
F. Oliftop, a wealthy gentleman of Richmond, Virginia. From 
some cause, which still remains a scoret, a diffl>ulty arose between 
Captain Brown and Mr. Olifton, wherein the former considered 
himself the aggrieved party. To revenge himself for the supposed 
wrong, he stole Mr Olifion's infant daughter (then but six weeks 
old)on the day she was christened. The child was brought to 
Mattapoisett and secretly adopted by Brown and his wife as their 
own. She was named Jalia, and grew to be a women. When 
only sizteen years old she married Mr. Isaac O. Pieroe, a printer. 
Several years ago they moved to Taunton, living for a while at 
East Taunton, but more recently at the Green. Twochildren have 
been born to them, one of whom is now living. During this long 
period Mrs. Pierce has lived in blissful ignorance of her high 
parentage; and Mr. Pierce, who took her for better or for worse, 
has never imagined himself the huaband of an heiress. 

Last eummer, while the Rev. Mr. Talbot, of this city, was at 
Baragota, he became acquainted with Mr. Olifton and wife, who, it 
appears, at the break ng out of the rebellion, converted their Rich- 
mond property into cash and moved to Baltimore. In the course 
of conversation with them Mr. Talbot remarked upon the striking 
resemblance of Mrs. Clifton to a lady parishioner of his in Taun- 
tou. Nothing particular was thoaght of it at first; but om his 
repoating the remark, Mrs. Olifton inquired the age of the lady. 
On being informed that she was about twenty-seven, Mrs. Olifton 
immediately said to her husband, “ Why, that would be just the 
age of our daughter that was stolen.” The matter then received 
their serious attention. Mr. Talbot was taken into their confidence, 
sud inquiry instituted as to the reputed parents of the young lady. 
He returned to Taunton; had a conversation with Mrs Pierce 
regard to her parentage; informed her of the Saratoga conversa- 
tion, wbi>h led her to ask Mrs. Brown, who she had never doubted 
was her own mother, if she really was such, at the same time 
tolli»g her the reason of the inquiry. Mrs. Brown, who had kept 
the secret of the child's parentage for twenty-seven years, was so 
overcome by the question and development of facts, that she im- 
mediately became ill and died. Before her death, however, she 
acknowlegged that Mrs. Pierce was not her own daughter. Oap- 
tain Brown died a number of years ago. Within a few weeks 
the affair has developed itself rapidiy. Mr. and Mra Clifton and 
Mra Pierce have met, and the old coloured woman who nnraed the 
abducted infant has recognised Mra. Pierce as their real child by 
“ a mole on her shoulder.” The identity of their long-lost daughter 
having been fully established, Mra. Pierce and her husband have been 
invited to live with the Oliftons and share in their wealth ; and this 
they are preparing to do, having broken up housekeeping, and dis- 
posed of their furniture. The crcam of the affair is that Mrs. 
Pierce is an only child, and, therefore, sole heiress to an estate 
said to be worth hundreds of thousands, if not millions, of dollars ; 
or, as au old lady friend of Mrs. Pierce expressed it, “a trifle leas 
than two millions.”

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 
FLow&R GARDEN —Oontinue to attend to borders and beds 
Give auriculas, carnations, picotees, &>, plenty of air, but water 
them sparingly. Protect pansies from severe weather. Give a 


top-dressing of rotter dung between pinks. Plant roses ín mild 


weather; but protect the roots from frosts by well mulching with 
rotten dang. Look over roots of dahlias, aud if young plante aro 
required for beds and borders, excite the roots in a gentle heat. 

KITCHEN GARDEN — Take advantage of dry frosty mornings to 
fork over heavy ground that has beon previously treuched ; for the 
more it receives the inflaence of the frosts the better. In favour- 
able weather, fill op flanks in cabbages. Continue to use tue hoe 
freely. Sow Early Horn carrots on a warm border; and protect in 
severe weather. Sow peas and beans in favourable weather on a 
warm border; also in pans or boxes, to bs kept in frames for early 
transplanting. Early short-top radishes may likewise be sown on 
a warm border, to ba well protected with mats or straw. As soon 
as they vegetate, remove the covering by day, but replace it at 
night; also, when exposed, protect from birds by lines of thread or 
worsted, on which hang pieces of coloured cloth 

Fauir GARDEN —Prun: an ‘ork up the ground near the roots of 
trees in frosty weather to des >y the eggs or larv» of grub. 
Sorape off moss of licen from stemé and branches, and dress 
espalier or standard trees with a mixture of quicklime, soot, and 
clay, about the consisteocy of paint. This will effectually destroy 
moss and lichen. Thin out cross and oruwded branches in all direc- 

ons.

How Burtat Societies ARE MANAGED,— The judge of the 
Liverpool County Court has beeu en for sume days in the in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the St. Patrick's Burial Society, on the 
suit of Mr. Hugh Caraher. At the last annual meeting of tho 
society, Mr. Ko was eleoted as member of the managing oom- 
mittee; but no committee meeting being called, he wrote to tho 
president, complaining of the way in whioh the gociety's allaira 
were conducted. This request of Mr. Oaraher wae not complied 
with, but on the other hand, he was excluded from the com- 
mi! on the ground that he had written a communication which 
was * — to the interesta of the society.” The inves- 
tigation disclosed some psinful and disoreditable facts. It ap- 
peared that the society has been in existence for many years, and 
that it has large numbers of members in all parts of the coun- 
try. Ite income amounts to £40,000 a-year. In 1849 its affairs 
reached a crisis, and it became bankrupt. It was, how- 
ever, revived, when Mr. Treacy, the present secretary, 
was appointed to take the office at a salary of 88 per 
Wr tos aince that time his salary has been increased to £400 
& yesr, with house rent, coals, and gas in addition. It was 
also shown that he had recently received the aum of £100 to in- 
demnify him for “extra labour in London.” Treacy stated that he 
had never made any return of his travelling expenses, but was 
in the habit of placing a certain sum—say £20—in his pocket when 
he left home, and when he returned he counted how much he had 
left, and entered the difference as “expenses.” It also appeared 
that several agents of the society had defrauded it to a very con- 
siderable extent, but that no steps had been taken to p them, 
and that they were still in the employ of the society. Nordid the 
accounts show how these deficiencies had been caused. Another point 


was that the dent Cha Rev. Patrick Phelan) had demanded ` 


and had received a y of £100 per annum, though there 
was no rule authorising such payment; also it w 
stated that the printer to the ty had received du- 
ring the last five years between £3,000 aud £4,000. It farther 
transpired that the trustees were the Rev. Mr. Phelan, Treacy, and 
a man named Judge; and that Judge, a shoemaker, had acted as 
medical inspector, and as such had received various payments.

Mn Justice WILLES, a few days by way of

DOUBLE EXEOUTION Al STAFFORD. 
On Tuesday morning, at eight o'clock, Oharles 
Brough and Richara Hale were executed in front 
of Biaflord Gaol for the crime of wilful murder. 
The former, who was only twenty-four years of 
age, murdered an old man of seventy-four, named 
George Walker, at Bignall-hill, near Audley, on 
the 27th of July last. The poor old man was a 
broken-down farmer, and lived in a hut on the 
verge of a farm of about 120 acres, which he had 
held for many years as a tenant. His hermit- 
like life was not forced upon him by neoessily, as 
he hal well-to-do friends, who were willing to 
support bim ; bat he preferred his rade domicile, 
with a wooden tressel for his couch, and hay for 
his bed, procuring a scanty subsistence by oulti- 
vating a small piece of waste land on which his 
hovel stood. Ön the night before the murder a 


relative bad given the old man half-a-crown, 
aud he had in his at the time 
au old silver watch, which be had hased from 
a gamekeeper named Obery, who chalked up 


the number (45,177) on a beam in the hovel. 
When the murder was discovered the old man was 
found lying at the door of his hut, with his ekull 
very fearfally fractared, evidently by the spoke 
of a cart wheel, which was found in the hut with 
blood and hair upon it It was subsequently as- 
certained that Brough tried to pawn the watch at 
Tunstall two days after the murder; and upon 
being taken into custody and charged with the 
commission of the crime he made the following 
statement to a policeman :—“ I took the watch 
from the old man. 1'd had s quarrel with my 
father and he struok me, and I lef; the house and 
went to the hut to get a sleep. The old man 
came to the door but would not let mo in, and I 
struck him with a piece of wood on the head. I 
don't know if I knooked him down, but 1 did not 
think of killing him. He to call out and 
I hit him again. I then struck a match and took 
the watch from him, and left him lying there. It 
was about midnight. I did it myself; nobod 
was with me.” The other evidence, coup'ed wit 
the confession, left no donbt of the guilt of the 
criminal, aud Mr. Jastice Byles sentenced him to 
death, on Tuesday, the 6th instant, without hope 
of mercy. 

The other criminal, Richard Hale, was con- 
victed of the murder, at Oosely, of his illegitimate 
child, Eliza Sillitoe, aged ten years, in which he 
was aided and abstted by Cecilie Baker, his para- 
mour, who, though sentenced to death at the 
same time as Hale, has had a reprieve until she 
is delivered of the child of which she is at pre- 
sent nt. The evidence proved that Halo 
was in the habit of beating the child. On the 
20th of Jaly last it was missing, and some days 
afterwards the body was found in a gravel pit, in 
a state of great decomposition, with a handker- 
chief tied tightly round the pech, her throat 
having been cat. The evidence of a man, named 
Jones, who saw the ohild with the culprits, Hale 
and Baker, on the day she was mi and who 
had withheld his evidence both before the coroner 
and the msgistrate, clearly proved the case, and 
loft no doubt on the minds of the judge or jury 
that both the man and woman had perpetrated 
this cold-blooded murder. 

Neither of tne culprits went to bed during the 
night, merely lying down for a brief space of 
time. The Rev. Mr. Vincent remained in prayer 
with Hale, and the Rev. Mr. Eastman attended to 
Brough. Both the unhappy men seemed peni- 
tent, but Hale persisted to the last in denying his 
guilt of the crime of which he was convicted. 
Brough made a fall confession (as already men- 
rs having murdered the old man, and ac- 
knowledged the justice of his sentence. 

‘The erection of the soaffold was not completed 
uatil seven o'clock, at which hour the 
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beam was fixed. At ten minutes gesin 
Major Thorneycroft, the high ee Bn Mr. R 
W. Hand, under sheriff, proceeded to the gaol. 
Smith, of Dadley, was the executíoner, appointed 
in this instance to carry out the last sentence of 
the law. Baving been taken to the pluioning- 
room Hale and Brough wereled in, and submitted 
to the usual ymu of pinioning. Brough was 
brought out of the hospital, where he had been ia 
consequence of his illness. They were both quiet, 
and appar: ntly resigned during the process, Hale 
repeating a prayer eloud after the chaplain. A 
very few minutes sufficed for this prelimin uy 
duty of the execationer, aud as the prison clock 
struck the hour the pinionipg was completed. 
T'he funeral kuell was sounded, and the burial 
service read as the procession moved towards the 
drop. At the foot of the scaffold Mr. Vincent 
besought Hale most earnestly to confess his crime, 
if he was guilty. The condemned man, however, 
adhered to his original statement—that he was 
We (ees 
n moun tho last step of tho ladder leadin; 

to the soaffold Hale slipped and fell awards 
being evidently in a siate of great nervous agita- 
tion. One of the warders helped him up, end the 
culprit, repeating prayerful ejaculations for Divine 
mercy and forgiveness, took his place beneath the 
drop. Brough, who had followed, was not so loud 
in repeating his prayers but apparently quite as 
earnest as his wretched companion. Hale's words 
were “ Lord Jesus, receive my soul,” “ Pardon all 
my sins,” and other pious exclamations were 
heard at some distnoe from the place of execu- 
tion. He continued praying aloud until the drop 
fell, and all was over in this world. The ropes 
having been adjusted round the necks of the 
miserable men, the signal was given, the bolts 
withdrawp, and both died without a struggle. 
After hanging the usual time the bodies were cut 
down, and were buried in due course close to the 
in where the body of Palmer, the poisoner, was 
nterred. 


BRLIGIOU3 INNOVATION IN EDINBURGH —Last 
Sanday we understand that a dccament was 
read, expressing the unanimous opinion of the 
Kirk Session of Canongate Church in favour of 
a change in the form of worship ia the church, 
to the effect of standing at singing and “ knee!- 
ing” at prayer. The proposed change was 
recommended by both ministers, and it was 
intimated that a meeting of the congregation 
would be called with the view, if possible, of 
securing unanimity on the subj:ct.—Courier 

LIFE-BOAT BRRVICES.—'I have to report,” 
writes Mc. James Riches, of Palling, Norfolk, 
“the following gallant services of the life-boat 
stationed at this place belonging to the national 
institution. About twelve o'clook on the night of 
the 22nd instant a vessel came on shore on Pall- 
ing beach. It was blowing a gale of wind from 
the north-east at the time, with a very heavy 
sea on. The crew of the life-boat were at 
once mustered, and, with great difficulty (after 
having had tolaunoh the life-boat three times), 
succeeded in reaching the wreck and in taking 
off the shipwrecked orew, six in number. 
When brought on shore they were in a 
very exhausted condition. Tha vessel proved 
to be the schooner Idas, of Dantzic, bound from 
that port to Dankirk, with seed. The cost of the 
life-boat and her carrisgo, together with a sum to 
provide for her future maiotenance, amounting in 
a'l to the sum of £2,000, was presente! to the 
Na‘iona! Life-boat Institution by the firm of 
Came and Oc. Parsee merchants of Bombay, 
in acknowledgment of their success in businesg 
since their establishment in London in 1855.” 

Gross OrvaLıy TO A Fox —At the Hyde Potty 
Sessions, Thomas Henry Harrison, landlord of 
tbe Globe Inn, Hyde, and J. Etchells, were 
charged on an information laid by the Royal 
Society for the Preventicn of Cruelty to Arinals, 
with torturing a fox lt appears that on the 21st 
ult. the defendant Harrison got up a fox hunt 
near Hyde, which was attended by such cruelty 
that a paregraph got into a local paper in 
condemnation of what had been done, and 
was elen ep noticed by the Field, and this 
ultimately led to the above society sendiog an agent 
down to Hyde, and the present prosecution. Mr. 
Lord, after opening the case at length, called, 
amongst others, William Timperley, an officer of 
the above society, who ssid that in consequence 
of information he had received he went to tho 
Globe Hotel, Hyde, on the 10th inst, and there 
saw the defendant Harrison. O serving that his 
finger was bandaged, witness asked him what was 
the matter, when he replied a fox had bitten him 
Afterwards, in conversa:ion, Harrison said ho had 
bought a fox for 153 two or three wecks ago, 
from a man named Hague, to havo a bunt witb, 
and the fox was produced. fts off bind leg 
was hangiog and dangling down. The fibres 
and sinews wero both visible, and its tail and 
toly were ooverd with congealed blood. 
The leg was partly bound round, and i: 
looked as if it had besn chopped with a knife or 
some sharp instrument. Harrison said that he 
had had a nica bit of fun with the fox on the pre- 
vious Monday, for when he turned him out he 
had only threo legs, having broken his leg two 
or three deys ore the hunt; and he ac- 
knowledged that the fox had thus been turned 
out that he might be caught by the dogs, 
because he. did not like to lose the fox. 
Samuel Mason, an overlooker at Hyda, 

roved that he was at the hunt. The 
fox ran on {three legs, one of the hind 
legs dangling as the fox ran. When it had run 
the lenzth of two or three fields the dogs came 
up, but they darst not face it. The defendants 
then went and lifted him up and brought him back, 
and then Etchells agein turned him off, and there 
was another hunt. Etchells then caught the fox 
by the tail, and carried him back to Harrison's 
house. Mr. Ellison, in defence, said the animal 
was a wild animal, and when turned loose it was 
not unlawful within the Act to hunt it Harrison 
was fned £5, or to be imprisoned for two months 
with hard labour; and Etchells £2 and costs, or 
two months with hard labour. — Manchester
